Three  individuals  and  an  arts  organization  have  been 
selected  as  recipients  for  the  1995  Montana  Arts 
Council’s  Governor  Awards  for  the  Arts  to  be  held  in 
Helena  on  February  3. 

The  awardees  are:  Philip  Aaberg,  Oakland,  Calif., 
selected  for  the  Out-of-State  Artist/Music  Award;  Francis 
Bardanouve,  Harlem,  selected  for  the  Service  to  the  Arts 
Award;  Gennie  DeWeese,  Bozeman,  selected  for  the 
Visual  Arts  Award;  and  The  Yellowstone  Art  Center, 
Billings,  selected  for  the  Service  to  the  Arts/Visual  Arts 
Organization  Award. 

•  Philip  Aaberg,  an  internationally  renowned  pianist 
and  composer,  currently  resides  in  Oakland,  California, 


but  still  considers  Montana  as  his  home.  He  was  bom  in 
Havre  in  1949  and  grew  up  in  Chester. 

He  made  his  debut  solo  recital  when  he  was  seven. 

By  the  time  he  was  in  high  school  he  was  playing  in  a 
garage  rock  band  and  taking  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
12  hours  to  Spokane  every  two  weeks  to  study  classical 
music  with  Margaret  Ott.  During  the  summer  he  traveled 
to  Bozeman  to  play  modem  chamber  music.  A  Leonard 
Bernstein  music  scholarship  took  Aaberg  to  Harvard, 
where  his  classical  training  led  him  into  Pulitzer  Prize¬ 
winning  composer  Leon  Kirchner’s  chamber  music 
seminar  and  earned  him  an  invitation  to  play  at  the

Party  platforms 
address  the  arts 


With  the  advent  of  the  General  Election  and  the  54th 
Montana  Legislature,  the  Montana  Arts  Council  decided  to 
devote  this  issue  to  “Politics  and  the  Arts.”  And  where 
better  to  begin  than  by 
examining  the  state’s 
Republican  and  Democratic 
party  platforms  and  how  they 
relate  to  the  arts. 

The  biggest  change  in  party 
platforms  in  1994  cranes  from 
the  Republicans.  Their  previous 
platform,  adopted  July  11, 1992,  contained  strong  language 
regarding  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts:  “Since  the 
legal  determination  of  what  constitutes  ‘obscenity’  and 
‘pornography’  is  measured  by  community  standards,  it  is 
inappropriate  for  the  federal  government  to  predetermine 
what  is  ‘art’  for  local  communities.  We  therefore  oppose 
the  use  of  taxpayer  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts.  We  recognize  the  cultural 
importance  of  the  arts  and  encourage  private  sector  support 
and  financing  to  promote  artistic  endeavors.” 

The  current  platform,  adopted  on  July  16, 1994, 
contains  the  same  language  with  regard  to  private  sector 
support  However,  it  no  longer  states  opposition  to 
taxpayer  support  for  the  NEA.  Instead,  it  states:  “We  are 
opposed  to  the  use  of  taxpayer  dollars  to  fund  any  artwork 
which  is  obscene,  anti-religious,  or  patently  offensive.” 


committee  that  discussed  this  portion  of  the  platform.  “ The 
committee  is  trying  to  say  that  we  don’t  mind  funding  art 
as  long  as  it’s  something  that  can  be  viewed  by  the 
American  family,”  he  said.  “Some  members  of  the 
committee  were  very  unhappy  with  projects  that  are  still 
being  supported  at  the  national  level.  There  was  no 
unhappiness  with  the  arts  at  the  local  level,  but  some  of  the 
things  that  they  are  funding  nationally  are  so  counter  to 
where  we  Montanans  are  coming  from,”  he  added,  citing 
the  Walker  Theater  incident  (see  NEA  story  on  page  2). 

As  for  defining  what  constitutes  obscene  and  patently 
offensive  art,  Wiseman  said  the  committee  didn’t  discuss 
those  issues. 

Neither  party  platform  specifically  discusses  public 
funding  for  the  arts  at  the  state  level.  However,  the 
Democratic  platform  includes  a  blanket  statement 
supporting  the  state’s  natural  resource  taxes  that  support  a 
number  of  permanent  trust  funds,  including  the  Cultural 
Trust  “There  was  some  debate  whether  to  go  through  and 
address  each  trust,”  said  Democratic  Party  Chair  Brad 
Martin,  “but  we  felt  each  one  is  a  constitutional  provision 
and  thus  oppose  any  attempt  to  alter  them.”

1995  Rural  Arts  Roundup  slated  for  Livingston,  March  10-12 


MAC’S  Rural  Arts  Steering  Committee  is  pleased  to 
announce  the  1995  Rural  Arts  Roundup  entitled,  “A 
Conference  to  Strengthen  the  Rural  Arts  Ecosystem — 
Linking  Artists,  Arts  Organizations  and  Businesses." 

The  conference,  taking  place  in  Livingston  and  co¬ 
hosted  by  the  Livingston  Depot  Center,  runs  March  10-12, 
1995. 

The  focus  of  this  conference  will  be  three-fold — 
offering  skills  sessions  to  both  artists  and  organizations 
and  tying  the  “rural  arts  ecosystem”  together  through 
advocacy  and  partnerships  with  businesses.  Sessions  for 
individual  artists  will  address  business  fundamentals,  artist 
marketing  strategies,  and  setting  and  achieving  individual 


goals,  projects  and  residencies.  The  arts  organizations  track 
will  offer  sessions  on  board  models,  hiring  paid  staff  and 
forming  partnerships.  In  addition,  grassroots  marketing 
will  be  explored  and  will  include  comments  from 
newspaper  editors  and  critiques  of  arts  newsletters. 

Arts  advocacy  and  partnerships  with  businesses  are 
themes  that  will  run  throughout  all  sessions,  with  several 
sessions  devoted  solely  to  these  topics.  Keynote  speakers 
will  address  what  it  means  to  be  an  arts  advocate,  how  to 
work  with  obvious  arts  advocates,  and  how  to  find  and 
work  with  the  less  obvious  arts  advocates. 

“Whereas  the  past  two  Rural  Arts  Roundups  have 
focused  primarily  on  rural  organizations,  this  conference 


will  focus  on  the  needs  of  rural  artists  as  well,"  said 
Suzanne  Rice,  rural  arts  specialist  and  conference 
coordinator.  Not  only  will  we  have  skills  sessions  for 
artists,  but  we  also  want  to  include  their  work  throughout 
the  conference.  Participants  can  look  forward  to 
performances,  exhibitions,  literary  arts  and  much  more 
during  this  weekend.” 

During  the  month  of  December,  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  will  be  sending  preliminary  conference 
information  to  artists  and  arts  organizations.  Individuals 
and  organizations  who  have  not  previously  participated  in 
the  Rural  Arts  Roundup  but  would  like  to  do  so,  should 
contact  MAC  at  444-6430.

newcomers  are  having 
a  positive  economic 
impact  on  that 
community’s 
appearance  and 
vitality,”  Villani  said. 

Criteria  for  selection 
as  one  of  the  100  best 
art  towns  included: 
location,  climate, 
quality  of  life,  available 
cultural  activities,  the 
economic  impact  of  the 
arts  in  each  town,  an 
active  local  arts  agency, 
galleries  and  art 
festivals,  and  the 
opinion  of  artists  who 
are  members  of  each 
community.

“Is  that  a  goal?  No,  I  think  it’s  a  strategy.  Or 
could  it  be  a  tactic?  Hmm..  Jiow  about 
an  objective???”  This  comedic  parry  occurred 
every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoon  from  1- 
4pm  during  the  summer  months,  when  MAC  staff 
sat  down  to  coalesce  the  Statewide  Conversation 
responses  into  a  plan  of  action  for  the  future...the 
first  draft  of  the  Montana  Arts  Council  1996-99 
Strategic  Plan.  This  draft  was  presented  to  MAC 
members  in  mid-September  for  fine-tuning, 
revision  and  prioritization. 

Special  kudos  to  visual  artists  Dana  Boussard 
and  Karen  Kitchel,  members  of  the  Strategic 
Direction  Committee,  who  participated  (with 
great  gusto  and  keen  vision.  I’ll  add)  in  the 
September  retreat. 

Strategies  (and  goals,  tactics  and  objectives) 
were  numerous,  but  well-reasoned  ...  and  the 
follow-up  work  now  begins  with  the  sizeable  job 
of  further  honing  this  information  for  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  field  later  on  this  year.  In  the  interim, 
here  are  the  five  top  critical  issues  identified  by 
the  Montana  arts  community  and  an  overview 
that  sets  the  stage  for  some  key  ideas  which  will 
be  expanded  upon  within  the  Strategic  Plan. 

Funding  cut  a  wide  swath  across  all  of  the 
needs  expressed  in  The  Statewide  Conversations 
on  the  Arts.  Historically,  the  Arts  Council  has 
aggressively  pursued  NEA  program  funding  to 
provide  important  additional  resources,  since 
(with  the  exception  of  the  Cultural  Trust)  stale 
funding  has  remained  static  over  the  years. 
Although  the  agency  has  been  very  successful  in 
this  approach,  gamering  funding  above  that 
raised  in  FY94-95  is  unlikely. 

Making  substantial  additions  to  the  budget 
will  require  courting  and  developing  non- 
traditional  sources  of  funding.  Development  of 
financial  and/or  service  partnerships  with  other 
state  agencies  and  the  private  sector  is  critical. 

The  making  of 

e  Perhaps  no  arts 

institution  in  the  United 
States  knows  the 
meaning  of  “Politics 
and  the  Arts”  better 
than  the  National 
Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  Under  intense 

scrutiny  during  the  past  several  years,  funding  for 
the  NEA  is  constantly  threatened  throughout  the 
extensive  political  process  it  must  undergo. 

Briefly,  here  are  the  actions  that  led  up  to  the 
$167.7  million  NEA  budget  that  was  sent  to 
President  Clinton  by  Congress  in  late  September. 

Following  a  series  of  amendments — ranging 
from  1.5  %  cut  to  total  elimination  of  the  NEA — 
House  of  Representatives  voted  in  late  June  to 
reduce  the  NEA  budget  by  2  %.  The  House  was 
to  consider  an  amendment  to  cut  the  NEA  budget 
by  5%,  but  in  a  dramatic  move  to  stem  the 
damage  that  would  have  been  caused  by  the 
amendment.  Chairman  Yates  and  Representative 
Dicks  offered  a  series  of  amendments  to  preserve 
as  much  funding  for  the  NEA  as  possible.  Their 
efforts  limited  the  damage  to  a  2%  cut 

One  week  later,  the  Senate  Appropriations 
Committee  considered  FY95  funding  and  agreed 
to  a  5%  cut  in  NEA  funding  from  the  President’s 
budget — a  total  cut  of  $8.5  million  for  level 
budget  funding  of  $161.6  million. 

The  cut  was  achieved  by  taking  large 
reductions  in  three  NEA  programs:  Theater  (cut 
by  $3,101  million,  representing  42%  of  that 
program’s  budget),  Visual  Arts  (cut  by  $2,043 
million,  representing  41.7%  of  that  program’s 
budget)  and  Presenting  &  Commissioning 
(formerly  “Inter-Arts,”  cut  by  $1,903  million, 
representing  40.5%  of  that  program’s  budget). 
Treasury  matching  grants  would  also  be  cut  by 
$.82  million  (5%)  and  the  Challenge  program 
would  be  cut  by  $.632  million  (5%). 

Following  the  lengthy  House  floor  debate  on 
the  NEA,  Senators  Robot  Byrd  (D-WV), 
Chairman  of  the  subcommittee  and  Don  Nickles 


The  creation  of  a  statewide  economic  impact 
study  on  the  value  of  the  arts  will  be  an  important 
tool. 

Public  Awareness.  The  arts  community  is 
frustrated  by  a  sense  that  their  contributions  to 
Montana’s  cultural  landscape  and  legacy  are  not 
taken  seriously  by  the  general  public.  Marketing... 
promotion.. .ad  campaigns  —  these  terms  were 
coined  repeatedly,  as  was  the  concept  of 
“mainstreaming”  the  arts  into  non-arts  events  and 
increasing  the  agency’s  overall  visibility 
throughout  the  state. 

Much  emphasis  is  placed  on  Montana’s  great 
wealth  in  the  number  of  and  the  quality  of  our 
own  individual  artists  and  cultural  organizations, 
and  the  need  for  greater  celebration  of  and  public 
awareness  about  our  state’s  own  rich  artistic 
resources. 

Support  for  individual  artists  concentrates 
on  the  areas  of  funding  and  services,  a  need 
voiced  not  only  by  the  individual  artists,  but 
strongly  reinforced  by  their  organizational 
colleagues. 

There  is  emphasis  placed  on  ensuring  that 
MAC  be  accessible  and  supportive  to  artists  of  all 
disciplines  and  genres,  with  specific  focus 
targeted  on  traditional  and  representational  artists 
in  this  regard,  and  the  chasm  they  currently  feel  as 
to  some  of  the  agency’s  programs  and  the 
perception  about  the  type  of  work  it  supports. 
Native  American  artists  reinforce  their  need  for 
traditional  arts  to  be  treated  on  a  par  with  other 
arts  disciplines,  and  underscore  their  desire  for  a 
close  connection  to  the  agency. 

Arts  Education  is  of  primary  import  to  all 
Montanans,  exemplifying  the  solid  belief  that  arts 
education  is  key  to  the  development  of  future 
artists,  audience  members,  arts  administrators  and 
supporters. 

Expansion  of  MAC'S  Artis ts-in-the -Schools/ 

in  NEA  budget 

(R-OK),  sent  a  critical  letter  to  NEA  Chair  Jane 
Alexander.  Both  Senators  Byrd  and  Nickles 
expressed  strong  condemnation  about  the  NEA’s 
funding  of  the  Ron  Athey  performance  at  the 
Walker  Arts  Center  in  Minneapolis.  In  their  letter, 
they  asked  the  NEA  for  assurances  that  govern¬ 
ment  supported  programs  and  projects  will  not 
misuse  taxpayer  funding.  They  called  for 
immediate  safeguards  to  ensure  that  programs  and 
projects  they  find  “grossly  improper”  are  not 
undertaken  in  the  future. 

On  March  5, 1994,  the  Walker  presented  a 
one-night  performance  by  Los  Angeles-based 
artist  Ron  Athey  before  a  sold-out  audience  of  100 
people.  Athey  and  a  three-member  cast  performed 
excerpts  from  his  ritualistic  work  exploring  the 
modem  day  martyrdom  as  it  relates  to  AIDS.  In 
his  performance,  Athey  cuts  a  design  into  another 
man’s  body,  wipes  the  blood  with  towels,  and 
hangs  the  bloody  towel  above  the  audience  on  a 
revolving  clothesline.  Athey  is  HIV  positive,  but 
his  co-performer,  whose  blood  was  raised,  is  not 
infected  with  HIV. 

The  Walker  Art  Center  had  given  state  health 
officials  a  memo  detailing  their  medical  safety 
precautions  and  advised  viewer  discretion  in  all 
press  materials  and  calendars  whicch  advertised 
the  performance.  According  to  officials  at  the 
Walker,  the  Center  used  less  than  $150  in  NEA 
funds  to  support  the  performance. 

In  her  response  to  the  letter  from  the 
subcommittee  leaders,  Alexander  said,  “I  fully 
understand  that  the  NEA  must  be  accountable  to 
your  constituents  and  those  of  other  members  of 
Congress.  In  supporting  the  Walker,  the  NEA  is 
simply  responding  to  the  overwhelming  support 
afford  that  institution  by  the  people  and  the 
corporate  community  of  Minneapolis.  It  is  staffed 
by  serious  professionals  who  are  accountable  to 
the  community,  and  we  expect  them  to  make 
decisions  that  are  respectful  of,  and  appropriate  to 
the  community.  This  I  believe  they  have  done.

Community  program  was  frequently  mentioned. 
There  is  optimism  voiced  because  the  arts  have 
been  included  as  core  curriculum  in  the  “Goals 
2000,  Educate  America  AcL" 

The  arts  community’s  focus  centers  on  arts 
education  opportunities  for  K-12,  and  the  need 
to  involve  other  organizations  in  supporting 
these  efforts,  in  addition  to  the  schools.  Native 
Americans  remind  us  of  the  difficulty  in 
introducing  traditional  native  arts  into  school 
rooms,  even  in  schools  located  on  the 
reservations. 

Arts  curriculum,  while  mentioned  frequently, 
is  under  the  purview  of  local  school  boards  and 
the  Office  of  Public  Instruction.  MAC  supports 
efforts  to  make  the  arts  a  basic  part  of  education, 
recognizing  that  curriculum  development  is  not  a 
central  agency  role. 

Service  to  the  Field.  Whether  individual 
artist  or  arts  organization,  the  need  for 
professional  development,  technical  assistance, 
and  opportunities  to  network  was  consistently 
voiced  to  help  achieve  this  goal.  MAC  can  serve 
as  a  primary  resource  here,  along  with  peer 
consulting  networks  for  artists  and 
organizations,  and  development  of  resource 
manuals  for  the  field.  The  Cultural  Congress, 
Rural  Aris  Roundup  and  other  workshop 
opportunities  provide  a  rich  venue  for  this  to 
occur,  too. 

The  electronic  superhighway  is  upon  us,  and 
this  will  continue  to  be  an  ever-expanding 
vehicle  to  share  information  and  to 
communicate.  The  field  was  wildly  enthusiastic 
about  ArtistSearch,  and  the  professional 
development,  technical  assistance,  and  national 
and  statewide  perspective  it  provides. 

Returning  to  the  field.  Please  remember  that 
the  Strategic  Plan  will  be  sent  to  all  participants 
in  the  “Statewide  Conversations”  in  early  winter, 
once  we  have  further  fine-tuned  it.  Responses 
gathered  from  the  field  at  that  point  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  as  the  final  draft  is  developed 
for  adoption  by  the  Council  in  February,  1995.

Caravan  Project 
takes  off  next  summer 


Rural  communities  across  Montana  are 
invited  to  participate  in  an  unique  program 
scheduled  for  the  summer  1995  that  will  literally 
roll  contemporary  art  into  towns. 

The  Caravan  Project  is  a  non-profit,  artist-run 
organization  that  will  bring  contemporary  art  to 
rural  areas  of  Montana  during  a  six-week  tour  the 
summer  of  1995.  A  group  of  artists  from  all  over 
the  state  will  be  exhibiting  their  art  inside  of 
mobile  units  such  as  travel  trailers  or  tents.  Upon 
arrival  at  a  show  location  the  Caravanners  will 
circle  these  units  and  open  them  for  viewing  by 
the  local  communities. 

“This  is  one  of  my  childhood  fantasies,”  said 
project  director  Rend  Westbrook.  “As  a  child  we 
traveled  a  lot  and  spent  considerable  time  in  our 
camper.  As  an  artist.  I’ve  always  thought  it 
would  be  great  to  do  a  mobile  project  that 
included  campers.” 

The  Caravan  Project,  which  will  include  10 
mobile  units,  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
establishing  a  tour  route  for  the  summer  and 


looking  for  possible  sites  for  exhibition. 

“We  are  interested  in  connecting  with  some 
preexisting  events — powwows,  rodeos,  fairs, 
parades,  local  celebrations — that  may  be 
happening  along  the  tour  route,”  said  Rend 
Westbrook,  project  director.  “We  are  also  very 
interested  in  creating  venues  for  the  local  artists 
of  all  disciplines  to  display  or  perform  in.” 

The  project  seeks  individuals  and 
communities  who  are  interested  in  coordinating 
visits.  “We  are  interested  in  diversity  in  our  show 
locations — farmyards,  senior  citizen  centers, 
campgrounds,  art  centers.  You  name  it,  and  we 
will  consider  it,”  Westbrook  said.  Prime  locations 
would  include  space  to  show  and  camp,  bathroom 
facilities  and  electricity  hookups. 

Tentative  tour  routes  will  involve  three 
separate  travel  loops:  Loop  #1,  July  1-15,  is  the 
southwestern  tour  that  will  begin  in  Arlee  and 
make  its  way  to  Deer  Lodge;  Loop  #2,  July  18- 
27,  is  the  southeastern  tour  that  will  begin  in 
White  Sulphur  Springs  and  winds  its  way  to 


Jordan;  Loop  #3,  August  1-12,  is  the  northcentral 
tour  that  begins  in  Fort  Benton  and  concludes  in 
Helena  at  the  Archie  Bray  Foundation’s  annual 
Brickyard  Bash. 

Fourteen  visual  artists  are  involved  in  the 
project,  which  has  received  funding  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  New 
Forms,  and  were  selected  through  a  juried 
process.

The  College  Music  Society  in  Missoula 
received  $5,000  for  a  major  retrospective  on  the 
culture,  musics  and  musical  materials  of  the 
southeastern  coastal  plain  of  the  United  States.

Missoula  poet  receives  Arts  Council  First  Book  Award 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has  awarded  Missoula  poet  Martha  Elizabeth  the  prestigious  1994 
Fust  Book  Award  for  her  manuscript  The  Return  of  Pleasure.  Her  work  was  selected  from  43 
entries — 21  poetry  and  22  fiction. 

Originally  from  Richmond,  Virginia,  Elizabeth  bolds  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  drama  from  the  University  of  Virginia  and  a  master’s  degree 
in  interdisciplinary  studies  from  the  University  of  North  Texas.  Having 
lived  10  years  in  Texas,  Elizabeth  decided  to  continue  moving  West  in 
1989  when  she  was  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  a  master  of  fine  arts 
degree  in  creative  writing  at  the  University  of  Montana. 

“My  family  immigrated  to  Virginia,  and  for  three  generations,  that’s 
where  they’ve  remained.  I  wanted  bigger  sky,  a  smaller  town  and  a 
place  to  make  my  own  life,"  she  said. 

Her  manuscript.  The  Return  of  Pleasure,  is  a  collection  of  poems 
that  focus  on  love  and  how  Elizabeth  has  interpreted  love  throughout 
different  stages  of  her  life.  One  of  the  judges  of  the  First  Book  Award 
said:  “The  poet  has  a  strong  sense  of  rhythm,  good  variety  of  form,  a 
keen  ear  and  powerful  vocabulary.  These  poems  seem  intelligent  and  perceptive  to  me — still 
powerful  ‘emotionally’ — and  really  worth  reading.” 

Elizabeth  wants  her  poetry  to  be  able  to  spark  thoughts  and  memories  for  readers,  “like  hearing 
a  chord  that  reminds  you  of  a  song,”  she  said.  “Unlike  a  story  where  author  can  take  you  away, 
poetry  is  instantaneous.  It  stops  you  where  you  are  and  forces  you  to  breathe  and  think.”  Currently 
Elizabeth  is  working  on  revisions  for  The  Return  of  Pleasure,  as  well  as  another  collection  of 
poetry  and  fiction.  “1  like  to  do  many  things  at  once,”  she  said.  “Just  writing  poetry  is  difficult  for 
me.  I  have  to  take  my  time  and  sidle  up  to  it  If  I  look  straight  at  it,  it  goes  away.” 

In  addition  to  poetry,  Elizabeth  writes  fiction  and  essays  and  is  also  a  ceramic  artist  “It’s  nice 
to  be  able  to  work  with  my  hands,”  she  said  of  her  carved  porcelain  pieces.  “I  tend  to  make  my 
porcelain  pieces  the  same  way  that  I  write:  I  get  an  idea  and  it  either  grows  or  I  whittle  it  down 
until  I  like  it” 

Awarded  every  two  years,  the  First  Book  Award  encourages  and  rewards  talented  writers  in 
Montana  who  have  not  yet  published  a  book  of  their  own  work.  As  the  winning  entry,  Elizabeth’s 
book  will  be  published  and  promoted  by  the  Montana  Arts  Council. 

Judges  for  the  competition  were  authors  Ron  McFarland  of  Moscow,  Idaho,  and  Debra  Earling 
of  Poison.  McFarland  is  a  professor  of  English  and  director  of  the  Creative  Writing  program  at  the 
University  of  Idaho.  Editor  of  several  poetry  anthologies,  his  most  recent  book  is  a  collection  of  his 
poems  titled  The  Haunting  Familiarity  of  Things  (Singular  Speech  Press,  1993).  Earling  holds  a 
joint  appointment  in  English  and  Native  American  studies  at  the  University  of  Montana.  She 
received  her  MFA  from  Cornell  and  has  recently  completed  her  first  novel  titled  Perma  Red.  Many 
of  the  chapters  from  Perma  Red  have  been  anthologized. 


Martha  Elizabeth 
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Music  enhances 
intelligence 

Music  lessons,  and 
•van  simply  listening  to 
music,  can  enhance 
spatial  reasoning 
performance,  according 
to  research  presented  at 
the  102nd  Annual 
Convention  of  the 
American  Psychological 
Association.  Tbs  new 
findings  were  presented 
by  psychologist 
Frances  Rauscher  and 
neuroscientist  Gordon 
Shaw,  representing  a 
research  team  from  the 
University  of  California 
at  Irvine. 

Dr.  Rauscher  and  Or. 
Shaw's  studies  confirm, 
and  substantially  extend 
their  earlier  research 
which  demonstrated  an 
unmistakable  causal 
link  between  music  and 
spatial  intelligence.  This 
further  research  will 
have  considerable 
potential  to  reverse  the 
commonly-held  view  of 
music  education  as 
essentially  irrelevant  to 
intellectual 
development 

The  researchers  note 
that  well-developed 
spatial  intelligence  is 
the  ability  to  perceive 
the  visual  world 
accurately,  to  form 
mental  images  of 
physical  objects,  and  to 
recognize  variations  of 
objects.  They  theorize 
that  spatial  reasoning 
abilities  are  crucial  for 
such  higher  brain 
functions  as  music, 
complex  mathematics, 
and  chess.  As  many  of 
the  problems  in  which 
scientists  and  engineers 
engage  in  cannot  be 
described  in  verbal 
form,  progress  in 
science  may,  in  fact,  be 
closely  linked  to  the 
development  of  certain 
spatial  skills.

On  September  9,  the 
South  Dakota 
Legislature  passed  a 
number  of  bills 
reducing  the  Fiscal 
1995  general  and 
special  appropriations 
by  $28  million  and 
authorizing  the  use  of  7 
million  additional 
dollars  of  the  State’s 
reserve  account  to 
replace  general  fund 
revenue  lost  by  the 
closing  of  video  lottery 
machines  throughout 
the  state  in  early 
August  This  action  by 
the  Legislature 
eliminates  the  threat  ol 
closure  and  staff  lay¬ 
offs  to  the  South  Dakota 
Arts  Council,  Office  of 
History,  State  Library 
and  South  Dakota 
Public  Broadcasting.  All 
the  above  agencies  are 
included  in  the  budget 
cuts,  however. 

Should  voters  decide 
to  make  video  lottery 
constitutional  on 
November  8,  a  pro-rated 
amount  of  the  cuts  will 
be  restored  to  the 
agencies’  budgets. 
Travel  restrictions 
continue  to  apply  to  all 
state  government 
workers.  South 
Dakotans  for  the  Arts 
with  grassroots 
support,  continues  to 
educate  legislators  and 
gubernatorial 
candidates  as  to  the 
value  of  the  agency  and 
will  work  toward 
restoring  all  funds  for 
FY96  and  increasing  the 
agency’s  budget  to 
represent  $1  per  person 
in  South  Dakota.

,  MAC! 


I’ll  be  applying  for  a  MAC  grant  next  year.  Can 
you  please  suggest  ways  I  may  be  able  to 
match  grant  dollars. 

MAC  grants  can  be  matched  from  a  wide 
variety  of  private  and  public  revenue  sources, 
such  as  individual  and  business  donations, 
foundation  grants.  Cultural  Trust  grants  and  NEA 
grants.  Here  are  a  few  things  you  might  want  to 
keep  in  mind  when  calculating  your  grant 
matching  capabilities. 

•  All  matching  funds  must  be  used  for  the  same 
project  and  be  available  during  the  same  time 
period  as  the  grant  they  intend  to  match. 

Funds  from  the  same  granting  source  usually 
can’t  be  used  to  match  each  other.  For  example, 
a  MAC  grant  can’t  match  another  MAC  grant  or 
a  grant  from  another  MAC  program.  However, 
a  MAC  grant  can  be  used  to  match  a  Cultural 
Trust  grant. 

Different  funding  sources  can  match  each  other 
and  be  subsequendy  used  to  match  a  much 
larger  grant  thus  leveraging  significantly  more 
revenue  for  a  community  project. 

1  You  do  not  have  to  have  all  matching  money  in 
hand  prior  to  the  start  of  the  grant  period.  While 
this  of  course  is  the  ideal,  projected  grant  match 
is  accepted  in  grant  applications.  Be  sure  to  be 


conservative  in  your  estimates  of  projected 
revenue  and  have  contingency  plans  to  raise 
additional  funds  if  these  sources  do  not  work 
out. 

•  Diversify  your  matching  base.  The  broader  the 
mix  of  revenue  sources  the  more  favorably 
looked  upon  is  the  grant  by  the  panel. 

•  Track  your  in-kind  goods  and  volunteer  time  and 
services  and  list  them  as  match.  Without  these 
donations  your  organization  will  not  show  the 
real  operating  expenses  and  will  reflect  less 
community  involvemenL 

My  organization  has  submitted  its  first 
application  for  a  Cultural  Trust  grant.  We 
worked  very  hard  on  our  proposal  and  are  very 
excited  about  our  project  I  understand  that  it 
will  be  necessary  for  us  to  testify  before  a 
legislative  committee  and  we  are  very  nervous 
about  this.  What  can  you  tell  us  that  will  help 
prepare  us  for  the  hearing  and  insure  we  get 
our  grant? 

Beat  the  holiday  rush!  It’s  not  too  early  to 
begin  thinking  about  your  testimony  before  the 
Legislature  while  you  are  not  distracted  with 
holiday  and  end-of-the-year  concerns.  Although 
I  there  are  no  magic  steps  to  take  that  will  guarantee 


that  your  group  will  get  its  grant  from  the 
Legislature  there  are  some  steps  you  can  take  to 
help  your  case.  Prepare  a  short  (5  minutes)  but 
complete  presentation  about  your  projecL  Try 
to  make  it  interesting  and  if  possible  use  visuals, 
artifacts,  brief  written  material,  children,  dogs, 
dancing  bears,  etc.  to  make  your  project  “live” 
for  the  legislative  committee  members. 
Remember,  they  will  hear  a  lot  of  testimony  and 
you  want  yours  to  stand  ouL  You  might  want  to 
have  more  than  one  person  represent  you.  Do  a 
dress  rehearsal  of  the  testimony  before  the  real 
thing  and  split  it  up  between  a  board  member 
and  staff  person.  If  you  have  concerns  about 
some  of  the  citizen  committee  comments,  be 
sure  to  address  them  directly  and  factually.  If 
there  are  new  developments  or  special  situations 
that  have  arisen  since  the  application  was 
submitted  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the 
committee.  Be  sure  to  show  up  early  as  seats  are 
at  a  premium  and  the  committee  may  move 
quicker  than  is  indicated  on  the  schedule  MAC 
will  send  to  you.  If  because  of  weather  or 
personal  consideration  you  need  to  reschedule 
your  testimony,  contact  Bill  Pratt  at  the  MAC 
office  immediately. 


Musician,  advocate,  painter  and  art  center  honored

Marlboro  Chamber  Festival  under  the  scrutiny  of 
Pablo  Casals  and  Rudolf  Serkin. 

After  leaving  Harvard  and  studying  the 
Beethoven  sonatas  with  Kenneth  Drake  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  Aaberg  settled  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  19  years  ago  and  landed  a 
series  of  rock’n’roll  gigs,  eventually  playing  rock 
concerts  with  Peter  Gabriel,  John  Hiatt,  Kenny 
Rogers  and  Elvin  Bishop,  who  once  called 
Aaberg,  “the  best  piano  player  I’ve  ever  heard.” 

He  is  a  versatile  keyboardist — a  master  of 
classical  music,  as  well  as  contemporary  pop  & 
rock,  jazz,  country,  the  blues,  and  boogie. 

Despite  his  busy  international  concert  schedule, 
Philip  returns  to  play  in  Montana  every  1  1/2  or  2 
years;  oftentimes  his  concerts  are  benefits  with 
the  proceeds  donated  to  assist  local  organizations. 
He  has  also  recently  been  working  on  string 
quartet  and  orchestral  composition  for  the  Great 
Falls  Symphony. 

•  Francis  Bardanouve  was  bom  and  raised  in 
Harlem  and  has  seldom  seen  a  need  to  travel  far 
from  home  except  when  he  served  his 
constituency  at  the  state  legislature  in  Helena. 

This  rancher-farmer,  who  has  served  District 
16  from  1959  through  the  end  of  this  year,  often 
voiced  the  conservative  side  of  issues,  except 
when  it  came  to  the  arts.  As  former  Montana 
Arts  Council  executive  director  David  Nelson 
recounts,  “Francis  has  always  had  a  key  role  to 
play  in  funding  of  the  Arts  Council  and  the 
Cultural  TrusL  He  is  the  one  person  who  has 
always  been  in  on  the  testimony  on  behalf  of  the 
arts.” 

His  belief  in  the  value  of  arts  and  culture  has 
been  voiced  with  a  style  that  is  deeply  principled 
and  down-home.  Francis  frequently  described  the 
Long  Range  Planning  Subcommittee’s  hearings 
on  the  Cultural  Trust  grants  as  the  best  part  of  the 
legislative  session.  He  would  listen  with  sincere 
interest  —  and  was  extremely  enthusiastic  for  a 
wide  variety  of  projects.  He  connected  with 
projects  in  a  way  that’s  unique  among  legislators. 
He  listened,  and  as  he  listened  there  were  times 
he  virtually  lit  up  with  excitement  about  the 
project  he  was  hearing  about 

Francis  is  so  aligned  with  the  importance  of 
the  Cultural  TrusL  his  fellow  legislators  rib  him 
about  iL  He  is  one  of  its  most  ardent  champions. 
Perhaps  his  strength  of  conviction  is  best 
described  in  a  quote  he  made  the  opening  day  of 
the  grant  hearings  this  session:  “Well,  I  guess 
they  say  that  art  is  in  our  souls.” 

Francis  Bardanouve:  Served  in  House  since 
1959.  Legislative  Council  1965-72,  secretary 
1967-68,  vice-chairman  1969-70,  chairman  1971- 
72.  Served  as  Appropriations  Committee 


Chairman  1965, 1973, 1974, 1975, 1977, 1979, 
1983, 1985, 1989, 1991.  Dean  of  the  Legislature. 
He  and  his  wife  Venus  have  two  daughters  and  a 
son. 

•  Bom  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  later 
married  to  Robert  DeWeese,  Gennie  DeWeese 
has  had  a  career  spanning  forty  years  as  an  artisL 
teacher  and  role  model  to  other  artists.  Perhaps 
just  as  important  as  her  own  painting  work, 
DeWeese  is  “muse"  to  regional  artists.  She  offers 
support  with  her  presence  at  every  artistic  and 
cultural  evenf  along  with  critical  expertise  and 
loving  encouragement  to  artists  ranging  from 
potters  to  novelists. 

As  a  team,  Gennie,  along  with  her  late 
husband  Bob,  served  as  examples  to  other  artists 
by  pursuing  their  painting  careers.  Their  home 
has  served  as  a  central  stopping  place  for  artists 
going  through  Montana — a  place  where  they 
could  meet  and  exchange  good  times  and 
information.  Over  the  past  40  years,  they  have 
done  much  to  put  artists  in  touch  with 
opportunities  and  have  provided  room  and  board 
for  many  student  and  artist  friends  who  needed  a 
temporary  helping  hand. 

Gennie  has  taught  at  MSU  several  quarters, 
helped  organize  a  large  show  of  Bozeman  artists 
in  San  Francisco  in  1988,  organized  the 
“Women’s  Work”  exhibition  which  traveled  the 
state  and  has  had  her  own  work  purchased  for  the 
Justice  Building  in  Helena.  Her  work  has  also 
appeared  in  numerous  regional  and  statewide 
exhibitions. 

As  an  art  instructor,  Gennie  could  craftfully 
lead  a  group  of  people  of  various  ages  and  skills 
into  a  coherent  session  and  her  students  were 
often  effusive  about  the  quality  of  instruction  and 
felt  privileged  to  work  with  her.  Although  she  is  a 
talented  visual  artisL  she  is  a  master  of  several 
mediums  and  her  work  exemplifies  strength  and 
insight. 

•  The  Yellowstone  Art  Center  began  in  1964 
when  a  group  of  inspired  citizens  campaigned  to 


transform  the  vacant  county  jail  building  in 
downtown  Billings  into  a  visual  arts  center.  As 
one  of  Montana’s  foremost  arts  facilities,  the 
center  has  continued  to  evolve  under  the  direction 
of  Donna  Forbes  from  a  local  arts  center  into  a 
nationally  recognized  museum. 

Programs  presented  during  the  past  several 
years  exhibitions  and  lectures  by  nationally 

known  figures  such  as  Marcia  Tucker,  Mark 
Stevens,  Robert  Irwin,  Terry  Allen,  Robert 
Morris,  Barbara  Kruger,  Jaune  Quick-to-See 
Smith,  William  T.  Wiley,  Terry  Winters,  Red 
Grooms,  Richard  Diebenkom,  Melissa  Miller, 
Vevnon  Fisher  and  others.  Such  programs 
demonstrate  that  the  Yellowstone  Art  Center  has 
become  an  important  national  forum  for  the 
expression  and  viewing  of  many  different  ideas 
and  issues. 

The  Yellowstone  Art  Center  has  been 
particularly  supportive  of  the  contemporary 
artists  of  Montana,  consistently  featuring  them  in 
exhibition  and  publications  and,  since  the  mid- 
1980s,  pursuing  a  focused  acquisition  program  to 
secure  the  developing  regional  artistic  heritage  in 
its  “Montana  Collection.”  Supported  by  major 
financial  gifts  from  private  patrons,  Montana’s 
Cultural  Trust  and  donations  of  artworks  by 
artists  and  collectors,  the  collection  now  includes 
nearly  1,500  works  by  over  70  Montana  artists. 
Rudy  Autio,  Dana  Boussard,  John  Buck,  Deborah 
Butterfield,  Russell  Chatham,  Bob  and  Gennie 
DeWeese,  Clarice  Dreyer,  Isabelle  Johnson,  Bill 
Stockton,  Theodore  Waddell  and  Patrick  Zentz 
are  among  the  artists  most  prominently  featured 
in  the  Center’s  collection. 

During  its  history,  the  Yellowstone  Art 
Center’s  staff  has  grown  from  three  to  15  and  its 
annual  budget  has  increased  from  $70,000  to 
$700,000.  Underscoring  the  important  role  it 
plays,  the  Art  Center  is  in  the  midst  of  a  $5.6 
million  capital  campaign  for  a  major  expansion 
and  renovations  of  its  facility.

With 
3,500  more  miles  on  my 
odometer  I  have  left 
behind  my  home  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Ahead  of  me  stretches 
the  promise  of  good  work,  good  people  and  good 
programs.  After  a  seven-month  intermission, 
Folklife  Programs  at  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
are  back  full-force. 

Three  projects  will  take  up  a  good  deal  of  my 
time  in  the  coming  months.  There  is  the  on-going 
Folk  and  Traditional  Artist  Apprenticeship 
program,  and  my  first  goal  is  to  get  two 
traditional  artists  listed  on  our  AIS/C  roster.

Then,  there  is  the  Blackfeet  Cultural  and 
Economic  Development  Project  Soon,  Blackfeet 
fieldworkers  will  begin  working  in  their 
community  to  identify  and  locate  artists, 
craftspeople  and  other  active  culture  bearers. 
From  this  work  they  will  create  a  cultural  archive 
and  roster  of  artisans  for  the  Glacier  National 
Park  vendors  and  local  and  regional  art  buyers. 

Finally,  I  have  begun  fieldwork  for  the 
Montana  Folklife  Survey  and  exhibiL  This 
project  will  be  the  most  extensive  survey  since 
1979,  when  the  American  Folklife  Center  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  did  its  Montana  Folklife 
Project.  Designed  as  a  two-year  project,  the 
survey  will  result  in  a  comprehensive  database  of 
Montana’s  folk  and  traditional  artists,  as  well  as  a 
travelling  exhibition.  Partnerships  with  museums 
and  organizations  around  the  state,  and  hopefully 
around  the  region  will  play  an  important  role. 

So,  although  the  view  from  where  I  sit  is  very 
different,  it's  a  beautiful  view,  one  full  of  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  excellent  artists,  arts 
organizations  and  community  members  on 
projects  that  will  illuminate  and  celebrate  folk 
and  traditional  culture  in  Montana.  I  look  forward 
to  this  with  great  enthusiasm  and  ask  that  if  any 
of  you  know  of  people  I  should  write,  phone, 
visit  or  work  with,  please  let  me  know.

You  will  find  an  AIS/C 
artist  application  within  this 
issue  of  ArtistSearch.  The 
selection  criteria  of  the  artists  who  are  involved  in 
our  AIS/C  program  is  based  on  their  artistic 
excellence— demonstrated  by  creativity  and 
artistic  skills.  When  applying  to  be  on  the  AIS/C 
two-year  roster,  please  send  in  the  best  samples  of 
your  work  (slides,  audio  and/or  video  cassettes). 
Remember  the  panelists  must  make  decisions 
based  on  those  tapes  or  slides,  it  is  imperative  that 
these  samples  of  your  work  be  of  the  highest 
quality.  When  answering  the  questions  on  the 
application,  the  panelists  will  not  necessarily  look 
at  the  artist’s  past  working  experiences  with 
teachers,  students  or  community  members,  but  at 
the  artist’s  creative  ideas  for  working  with  these 
groups.  If  you  have  not  had  a  chance  to  work  in  a 
classroom  or  a  community  setting,  I  would 
recommend  you  talk  to  teachers,  students  and  arts 
organizations  in  your  local  communities  and  ask 
them  what  types  of  activities  they  would  find 
rewarding  to  experience  within  an  AIS/C 
residency.  The  application  deadline  is  January  6, 
1995  and  the  final  selection  will  not  be  until  early 
March  1995.

Cultural  Trust  Grants 

The  last  month  or  so 
has  been  spent  in  frenzied 
activity  to  get  all  92  of  the 
applications  for  Cultural 
Trust  funds  processed,  checked  and  sent  out  to 
the  citizens  committee  for  review  occured  on 
October  7,  8  and  22.  Applicants  will  soon  be 
notified  of  the  ranking,  funding 
recommendations  and  comments  of  the 
committee.  Testimony  on  behalf  of  applications 
usually  occurs  in  mid-January,  just  after  the 
beginning  of  the  Legislative  session. 

Cultural  planning 

Arlynn  and  I  spent  a  fruitful  Sunday  recently 
with  the  Montana  Chorale  board  talking  about 
long-range  planning,  marketing  and  funding  this 
well-established  touring  chorale  group. 
Coincidentally,  we  both  attended  a  planning 
meeting  of  the  Helena  Area  Cultural 
Development  Organization.  Under  the  guidance 
of  Kathy  Macefield  of  the  city  planning 
department,  citizens  of  Helena  have  worked  for 
the  past  three  years  to  develop  a  cultural 
component  for  the  comprehensive  plan  and 
establish  a  local  cultural  agency.  Working  with 
consultant  Karen  Peake  to  identify  the  impact  of 
arts  and  culture  in  Helena  an  initial  group  has 
been  formed  to  incorporate  the  organization  and 
develop  a  representative  board  of  directors. 
Billings  is  also  getting  involved  in  a  community 
cultural  planning  effort  and  is  in  the  early  stages 
of  working  with  its  city/county  planning 
department.  A  community-wide  meeting  to 
solicit  input  is  planned  for  late  October. 

Dance  on  Tour 

At  long  last,  the  Ririe- Woodbury  Dance 
Company  from  Salt  Lake  City  has  begun  to  tour 
the  state.  Like  most  projects  with  a  long  gestation 
period,  one  often  wonders  if,  in  fact,  they  will 
ever  take  place.  Nevertheless,  they  have  just 
completed  a  week  and  a  half  residency  in  Helena 
with  three  performances,  run-outs  to  Lincoln, 
White  Sulphur  Springs  and  Whitehall  and 
numerous  classes  for  schools  and  adults.  Now  its 
on  to  Bozeman  and  Missoula  with  an  additional 
residency  scheduled  for  Billings  in  the  spring.  In 
early  February,  Montana’s  performing  arts 
presenting  community  will  discuss  this 
experience  in-depth  during  a  one-day  dance 
workshop  at  the  annual  conference  of  the 
Montana  Performing  Arts  Consortium,  as  well  as 
delve  into  the  art  and  history  of  dance  and  the 
fine  points  of  dance  presenting. 


Tribal  colleges  begin  implementing  arts  education  programs

The  Tribal  Arts  Education  Project  is  taking 
baby  steps  this  school  year  and  it’s  gratifying  to 
hear  the  various  tribal  collegse  describe  the  state 
of  readiness  they  have  achieved.  We  all  know 
they  have  unlimited  potential  and  the  most  prob¬ 
lematic  issue  when  undertaking  the  objective,  is 
to  stay  with  the  original  plan  designed. 

When  one  hears  of  the  task  to  design  and 
bead  complete  dance  outfits  at  Salish  Kootenai 
College,  it’s  easy  to  envision  these  young  people 
taking  an  international  cultural  exchange  tour 
with  their  new  regalia.  Then  the  teachers  at 
Blackfeet  Community  College  could  get  so 
involved  in  their  courses  of  Blackfeet  culture, 
they  may  end  up  producing  a  series  of  videos 
about  their  students  expressing  creative 


statements  in  visual  art  or  video  itself. 

Of  course,  the  story  of  the  Cheyennes  at  the 
Fort  Robinson  outbreak  will  be  a  powerful  play  in 
format,  but  isn’t  it  always  fun  and  interesting  to 
view  the  “behind-the-scenes”  video 
documentaries?  I  do  not  fear  video  saturation, 
however.  Fort  Belknap  will  be  talking  to  their 
young  children  in  ways  to  extract  creative  written 
works  about  themselves.  Drum  groups  are  always 
making  audiotapes.  Who  knows,  maybe  the  Fort 
Belknap  initiative  will  be  a  combination  of  forces 
at  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  to  produce 
children’s  cultural  stories  on  videotape. 

As  coordinator,  I  am  anxious  to  make  site 
visits  this  fall  to  four  sites  that  are  currently 
working  on  projects  to  see  what  kind  of  ideas  they 
might  have  to  share  with  the  three  colleges  (Fort 
Peck,  Stone  Child  and  Little  Big  Horn)  who  will 


start  designing  later  this  year.  The  tribal  colleges 
are  extremely  limited  in  terms  of  staff  and 
financial  resources,  but  when  it  comes  to  exciting 
ways  to  build  children,  we  can  count  on 
enthusiastic  staff  and  receptive  school  districts. 

Having  resources  such  as  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  to  assist  with  the  implementation  of  new 
ideas  will  be  beneficial  to  our  communities.  We 
are  anxious  to  hear  about  the  Montana  Cultural 
Trust  application  grant  This  will  extend  our 
Tribal  Arts  Education  Project  into  1996-97. 
Thanks  to  all  those  communities  who  sent  in 
letters  of  support  My  next  report  will  have  some 
interesting  news  after  attending  the  Montana 
Indian  Contemporary  Arts  gathering  in  Bozeman, 
October  6-8.  I’d  like  to  meet  our  artists  and  hear 
how  they  are  involved  or  willing  to  be  involved 
with  teaching  our  children.

On  October  5,  the 
Senate  pasaed  the 
Conference  Report  for 
the  reauthorization  of 
the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education 
Act  (ESEA)  by  a  vote  of 
77  to  20.  The  House  had 
passed  the  ESEA 
conference  report  on 
September  30,  by  a  vote 
of  262  to  132.  This  bill 
provides  over  $12  billion 
for  elementary  and

Her  recent  works  of  oil  and  acrylics  on  canvas  and 
wood  panel,  which  are  derived  from  images  of  rural  life,  concentrate 
on  the  routines  and  experiences  of  characters  pictured  in  several,  often 
sequential,  narratives. 

“I  hope  my  images  are  both  personally  compelling  and  socially 
relevant,”  she  stated  for  her  MFA  thesis  exhibition.  “However,  I  have 
no  desire  to  deliver  a  moral  through  painting.  Instead  I  intend  to 
provide  a  spectrum  of  interpretations  that  allow  viewers  to  insert  their 
own  experience  and  draw  their  own  conclusions.” 

A  native  of  Walla  Walla,  Washington,  Frostad  holds  a  BFA  from 
Maryland  Institute,  College  of  Art,  in  Baltimore  and  earned  her  MFA 
from  the  University  of  Montana  this  past  May.  Although  she  grew  up 
in  a  rural  community,  she  said  her  main  reason  for  using  rural  images 
is  because  of  their  intrigue — especially 
how  rural  images  are  used  by  the 
media 

“Consistent  themes  of  my  work  are 
derived  from  images  and  notions  of 
rural  life.  They  are  rich  with  enduring 
cultural  myths  and  provocative 
metaphors,  which  permit  me  to 
address  a  multiplicity  of  issues,”  she 
said.  Among  her  interests  are  the 
traditional  demarcation  of  public  and 
private  sphere  and  how,  in  turn,  gender 
and  labor  have  been  divided  along 
those  lines. 

“In  every  case,”  Frostad  said,  “I 
wish  to  communicate  human  agency 
and  dignity.” 


Being  a  Crow  Tribal  member,  it’s  no  wonder  that  Dennis  Sanders'  favorite  subject  to 
photograph  is  that  of  his  people. 

Bom  at  Crow  Agency,  Sanders  moved  away  from  the  reservation  at  a  young  age.  His  return 
and  reconnection  with  the  Crow  people  came  about  through  his  service  with  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation.  During  the  building  of  the  Yellowtail  Dam,  it  was  Sanders  job  to  photograph  the 
construction  and  to  make  ties  with  the  Crow  people.  He  became  friends  with  Robert  Yellowtail 
and  began  photographing  the  Crow  Indians. 

In  1970,  Sanders  left  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  to  purchase  Hardin  Photo  Service,  a  full- 
service  photography  studio,  which  he  and  his  wife  still  operate.  In  his  25  years  as  a  portrait 
photographer,  Sanders  has  collected  an  astounding  number  of  images  of  Crow  people.  In  fact, 
next  to  the  Smithsonian  Institute’s  collection  of  Native  American  photographs,  Sanders  has  one 
of  the  best  in  the  world. 


Two  of  Sanders'  favorite  subjects  — Dorothy  and  Robert  Yellowtail — shown  near 
the  Wyoming  border  on  Rottengrass  Creek. 


“I  have  collected  more  than  3,000  images,  and 
about  95  percent  of  them  are  of  the  Crow  Indian 
people,"  he  said.  His  photo  library  includes  studio 
images  and  photos  taken  at  tribal  events,  as  well  as 
historic  photos.  “Being  a  Crow  Tribal  member  and 
having  spent  25  years  photographing  my  people,  1 
realize  what  only  I  can  do  to  help  open  doors  for 
myself  and  those  whom  I  photograph.” 

Sanders’  photographs  have  been  published  in 
numerous  books  and  magazines  such  as  Smithsonian, 
Time-Life  and  Ballandne  Books.  At  this  summer’s 
Crow  Fair,  he  photographed  Crow  ladies  in  their 
cultural  dress.  Those  images — 24  in  all — will  be 
published  in  an  upcoming  special  series  of  Time-Life 
books  focusing  on  Northern  American  Indians. 

“As  part  of  the  changing  times,  I  want  my 
photographs  to  be  able  to  give  context  to  the  present 
and  some  day  the  future  of  two  different  worlds."

To  be  eligible  for  the  Montana  Artists  in  Schools/Communities  program,  an 
applicant  must: 

1)  Submit  a  complete  application  including  appropriate  support  materials  as 
specified  postmarked  by  January  6, 1995; 

2)  Be  at  least  18  years  old  by  January  6, 1995; 

3)  Consider  the  pursuit  of  his/her  art  form  a  life  direction;  and 

4)  Not  be  a  degree-seeking  student  during  the  1995-96  or  1996-97  academic 
years. 

Selection 

In  all  disciplines  the  excellence  of  the  applicant’s  work,  demonstrated 
creativity,  and  artistic  skills  are  the  primary  criteria  used  in  selecting  artists  for 
work  in  the  program.  In  addition,  statements,  resume  and  letters  of 


recommendation  will  be  used  to  determine  the  applicant’s  abilities  (other  than 
artistic)  for  work  in  this  program.  Montana  organizations’  and  schools’  ability 
to  pay  will  be  considered  in  comparison  to  the  applicant’s  proposed  cost 
schedule.  Additional  materials  submitted  (catalogs,  programs,  etc.)  will  also  be 
considered  as  evidence  of  the  applicant’s  past  and  present  work  and 
achievements.  Advisory  panelists,  selected  for  their  expertise  in  a  discipline 
(dance,  music,  etc.),  will  review  all  applications  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  Montana  Arts  Council  staff. 

Deadline 

Complete  applications  must  be  postmarked  by  January  6, 1995.  Late  or 
incomplete  applications  will  not  be  accepted. 

Final  announcement  of  the  artists  to  be  included  in  the  1995-96  and  1996-97 
Montana  Artists  in  Schools/Communities  program  in  Montana  will  be  made  by 
April  15, 1995.

Instructions  for  Submitting  Tapes 

When  submitting  audio  tapes,  videotapes  or  film,  be  sure  to  label  both  the 
tape  and  the  box  or  case  with  the  applicant’s  name  and  title(s)  of  works.  Tapes 
should  be  well-produced  and  present  an  overview  of  the  applicant’s  best  work 
completed  during  the  last  two  years.  A  sample  tape  of  not  more  than  10 
minutes  showing  excerpts  from  several  works  is  suggested.  On  the  chart  on  the 
application  form,  list  excerpts’  titles,  media,  time  length,  date  completed, 
budget  and  part  played  by  applicant  Additional  tapes  may  be  submitted  as  part 
of  the  applicant’s  OPTIONAL  items.

Slides  submitted  should  be  well- 
photographed  and  present  an  overview  of 
the  applicant’s  best  work  completed 
during  the  last  two  years.

Money  Matters 

Individual  artists  are  paid  an  honorarium  that  includes  a  base  of 
$400  per  week  of  residency  work,  plus  travel  at  cost.  If  a 
residency  is  more  than  50  miles  from  the  artist’s  home,  $235  is 
added.  These  amounts  may  vary  according  to  the  length  of  a 
residency,  number  of  persons  in  a  company  or  other  special 
circumstances.  Artists  are  responsible  for  their  own  travel 
arrangements  as  well  as  travel,  food  and  lodging  expenses. 
Payments  are  presented  by  the  sponsor  on  the  last  day  of  the 
residency.  Long-term  residencies  carry  a  10-month  honorarium  of 
$1 1,000  plus  $3,000  for  personal  supplies  and  a  $1,000  guest 


artist  budget. 

Artists  may  apply  to  the  program  every  other  year  (in  January  of 
odd-numbered  years).  Artists’  applications  are  reviewed  by 
advisory  committees  comprised  of  professional  artists  and  arts 
educators.  These  committees  will  select  60  to  70  artists  and 
companies  for  a  two-year  roster.  Potential  sponsors  will  review  this 
roster  to  select  artists  for  their  schools  or  communities.  The 
program  ultimately  provides  work  for  about  80  percent  of  these 
artists,  approximately  two-thirds  of  whom  live  outside  the  state. 
Many  artists  work  only  two  to  four  weeks  per  year  in  this  program.

I  wish  it  were  not  so,  but  the  reports  following 
Mr.  Athey’s  performance  lend  a  certain  proof  to 
the  old  adage  that  a  falsehood  repeated  over  and 
over  eventually  becomes  the  truth  in  the  ear  of 
the  listener.  In  past  years,  the  NEA  has  been 
harmed  over  and  over  again  by  false  reports 
about  the  art  it  may  or  may  not  have  supported, 
reports  that  get  repeated  again  until  they  have  the 
ring  of  truth.” 

On  July  25,  the  Senate  debated  the  NEA 
funding  as  part  of  the  Interior  Appropriations 
bill.  The  Senate  focused  on  two  amendments: 
They  defeated  by  49-42  an  amendment  by 
Senator  Jesse  Helms  (R-NC)  “to  prohibit  use  of 
NEA  funds  to  provide  financial  assistance  for 
projects  or  works  involving  mutilation  of  living 
or  dead  human  beings,  or  the  drawing  or  letting 
of  blood.”  They  also  debated  a  measure 


introduced  by  Senator  Jeffords  (R-VT)  to  restore 
the  5%  funding  cut  for  the  NEA  passed  by  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee.  Senator 
Jeffords  withdrew  his  amendment  after  Senator 
Byrd  (D-WV),  chairman  of  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Committee,  expressed  his 
flexibility  about  the  NEA’s  funding  level  and 
indicated  his  support  of  NEA  Chair  Jane 
Alexander. 

On  August  5,  as  members  of  the  House  and 
Senate  Interior  Appropriations  Committees  were 
scheduled  to  meet  to  work  out  differences  in  their 
two  versions  of  the  Interior  Appropriations  bill, 
which  included  NEA  funding,  the  National 
Council  on  the  Arts  voted  to  overturn  three 
Photography  Fellowships  recommended  by  the 
Visual  Artists  panel.  The  rejected  grants  were 
Merry  Alpem  (the  vote  was  12  opposed  to  9  in 
favor,  one  not  voting),  Barbara  DeGenevieve  (the 
vote  was  14  opposed  to  7  in  favor,  one  not 


voting),  Andres  Serrano  (the  vote  was  16 
opposed  to  6  in  favor). 

In  late  September,  the  House-Senate 
conference  finally  agreed  to  cut  the  FY  95  NEA 
budget  by  a  2%  general  reduction,  resulting  in  a 
funding  level  of  $167,678  million.  The  cut  was 
across-the-board  based  upon  the  House 
Appropriations  passed  figures.  NEA  Chair  Jane 
Alexander  responded,  “While  even  the  smallest 
cut  is  painful,  the  arts  endowment  has  heard  from 
Congress  and  the  American  people,  who 
recognize  the  value  of  the  arts  in  their  lives  and 
their  communities  and  the  role  this  agency  plays 
in  enriching  the  human  spirit.” 

The  following  week,  by  a  vote  of  92  to  7,  the 
Senate  approved  the  House-Senate  Interior 
Conference  report  containing  FY  95  funding  for 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  The 
legislation  is  now  before  President  for  his 
signature.

BCA  reports 
steady  support 
for  the  arts 

Business  support  to 
the  arts  has  remained 
relatively  unchanged 
from  1993  to  1994 
according  to  a  new 
survey,  A  BCA  Report 
Survey  of  Member 
Companies,  conducted 
by  the  Business 
Committee  for  the  Arts. 
BCA  conducts  an 
annual  survey  of  its 
member  companies, 
which  represent 
businesses  at  the 
forefront  of  fostering 
alliances  with  the  arts, 
to  identity  and  track 
trends  in  the  area  of 
business  support  to  the 
arts. 

According  to  the 
survey,  BCA  members 
continue  to  evidence  a 
strong  commitment  to 
the  arts.  They  will 
allocate  an  average  of 
14  percent  of  their  total 
philanthropic  budgets 
to  the  arts  in  1994, 
compared  to  the 
national  average  of  11 
percent  Nearly  all  of 
the  survey  respondents 
also  continue  to 
demonstrate  a 
commitment  to  their 
communities  by 
allocating  a  majority  of 
their  resources  (87 
percent)  to  arts  projects 
in  areas  in  which  they 
are  headquartered  and 
in  their  major  operating 
areas. 

95  percent  of  BCA 
members  indicated  that, 
during  1994,  they  will 
support  arts  projects 
which  contain  an 
educational  component 
47  percent  indicated 
that  they  support  arts 
programs  that  include  a 
health  and  human 
service  component 

44  percent  of  BCA 
members  expect  to 
donate  products  and 
services  to  the  arts  in 
1994.  Of  those 
companies  that  expect 
to  donate  products  and 
services  in  1994,  84 
percent  indicate  that 
they  do  not  intend  to 
replace  cash  grants 
with  donated  products 
and  services.

The  study  surveyed 
arts  activities  in  33 
towns  and  cities 
across  the  United 
Statse — including  two 
in  Montana— tracking 
jobs,  income,  revenues 
and  expenditures. 

"The  study 
demonstrates  that 
nonprofit  arts  agencies 
are  a  significant 
industry  in  this 
country— one  that 
creates  and  supports 
jobs,  provides  personal 
incomes,  spends 
money  in  the 
community,  and 
generates  revenue  to 
local,  state  and  federal 
governments.  Far  from 
being  a  drain  on  the 
local  resource  pie, 
nonprofit  arts  agencies
